The United States Hydrographlo Of-
fica has the following bulletin concern-
ing the wireless telograph stations:

(1463}, MReports of obstructions to
navigaton.—By direction of the Burean

telegraph stations on the Atlantic and
Pacitle seabosrd nre now furnished daily,
or as often as there is gegasion to do so,
by the Hydographic Offioe with the
latest information relating to the pres
ence of dangerous obstructions to navi-
gation to be transmitted to vessels at
S

Wirelens messages will be sent bropd-
cast three times at intervals of eight
hours by those stations furnished with
them, 'The houra chosen are 6 a. m,, 2
p. m. and 10 p, m, local standard time.
The messages will open with the word
“obstruction,” after which will follow
words giving the latitude and longitude
(or the bearing, as the case may be),
the nature of the obstruction (whether
wreck on bottom, floating doereliot or
iceberg), and fiually the date when the
obstruction was last sighted.

These messages, together with such
other hydrographie information as may
be furnished for the purpose, will be
kept on filo, and when request by wire:
lesn is made by vessels at sea for such
information the same will be furnished
them. Such message will take prece-
denge over ordinary business.
